This may become a popular but- 
ton because even those who do 
not admire Gov. Faubus of Ar- 
kansas regard him as the ideal 
man to lead any third party bolt 
or. rump caucus of withdrawing 
Democrats, either before or after 
the Los Angeles convention. In- 
deed, the consensus is, “If there 
just must be a third party, then 
by all means let us hope Orval 
leads it.” 


Gov. Faubus, whose admirers 
are sending out the buttons, like- 
ly will seek a fourth term as gov- 
ernor. But a third party almost 
certainly would find him available. 


There is but small chance of a 
third party. Indeed, none is 
planned. Nor is a walkout pres- 
ently in the blueprint of those 
Deep South governors and state 
Democratic chairmen. But it 
would be an error to conclude 
this means they will support the 
party nominee. After the 1956 
convention there was general 
agreement to abandon further 
strategy involving a walkout, or 
bolt. It had become apparent 
such tactics almost surely would 
lead to exclusion of the offend- 
ing state’s senators and congress- 
men, losing their committee chair- 
manships and seniority. 


No Bolt 


So it is that today we frequently 
héar the deeply agitated state 
political leaders in the Deep South 
proclaim they will not bolt and 
are not interested in a third party. 


They mean it. But they do not 
mean by this that they will sup- 
port the nominee. South C.-rolina 
is the source of the greatest urg- 
ing for the new“device, that of 
unpledged electors on the state 
ballot. In other words, the peo- 
ple would be left without any 
way to vote for electors pledged 
to the Democratic Party nomi- 
nees. This is politically immoral. 
It is destructive of the two-party 
system.. But it can be done un- 
less testing injunctions are sought 
under the 15th Amendment. 


Electors presumably may vote 
as they please. This was not the 
intent of those who created the 
system. But it is true that an 
elector may vote for whom he 
pleases, an old friend, or some 
person whom he admires. 


An effort now is being made by 
the hard-core Deep South leader- 
ship to create a bloc of as many 
states as possible. Four, and at 
most five, may be attracted, 
though even this total will be in 
doubt until after the convention. 
If the Democrats should elect a 
president, the states which had 
withheld electors might still see 
their congressional delegations ex- 
cluded from the House and Sen- 
ate organizations, even though the 
heart of the plan is, in effect, to 
bolt and oppose the national party, 
and yet allow the senators or con- 
gressmen to say it was an action 
by individual electors and not the 
party committee. This would leave 
them, the plan’s supporters in- 
sist, technically outside any party 
discipline. 


The Plan 


This, then, is the plan. And it 
explains why there is no talk in 
the Deep South of bolting the con- 
vention or forming a third party. 


But best-laid plans, as poets and 
philosophers remind us, sometimes 
come upon evil days. There is, 
for example, Mr. Paul Butler, the 
national chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Party. Deep South party 
leaders do not like Mr. Butler. 
Nor is there anything of the Dr. 
Fell rhyme about it. They know 
why. Mr. Butler has kicked them 
where it hurts. Not once, but 
often. They think Mr. Butler could 
play Dracula without makeup. 


Some weeks ago Mr. Butler laid 
down a rule that states which had 
not paid their quota to the treas- 
urer would be issued no seats, 
save for the delegates. He also 
intimated challenges if delegates 
were unprepared to agree to sup- 
port the nominee. This could 
bring on a heavy smog and all 
sorts of tantrums. But no third 
party. Those who do quit the 
party will do so indirectly, through 
the elector plot.

WASHINGTON, Ga.—A majority of 99 witnesses 
in northeast Georgia’s 10th Congressional District told 
the Sibley school committee Monday they want a chance 


to vote for local option. 


Fifty made statements support- 
ing local self-determination, while 
34 said they were for segregation 
even at the cost of closing the 
state’s public schools. 


The 15 uncommitted included 12 
Negroes who said they favored 
segregation but were not asked 
by Chm. John Sibley whether 
they wanted local option or pri- 
vate schools. 


CONTRASTS AMERICUS 


The mood of the hearing was 
in marked contrast to last week’s 
session in Americus, where vir- 
tually all witnesses suported seg- 
regation at all costs. 


Numerically, the open-School ad- 
vocates were dominated by a 
large delegation from Clarke 
County (Athens) and the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. 


But a majority of speakers 
from six counties in the 17-county 
district supported local option, and 
a minority in two other counties. 


A total of 16 Negroes came 
down from the segregated balcony 
in the recently remodeled Wilkes 
County Courthouse to testify. 


NO PRESSURE 


Sibley, apparently as the result 
of charges that Negro school 
teachers are being requested by 
county school superintendents to 
testify for segregation, asked 
most of the Negroes whether they 
were under pressure. None re- 
ported any. 


The Rev. Robert A. Lark, pas-

gusta, was the only Negro to chal- 
lenge Sibley for asking Negroes 
different questions from whites. 
Lark supported local option.

WASHINGTON W—President Eisenhower flew back to Washing- 
ton Monday, ready to give the nation a report on his 15,500-mile tour 


of South America. 


Eisenhower will speak over the 
radio and TV networks Tuesday 
night for 15 minutes, beginning 
at 7 p.m. e.s.t. 


The President, who had been 
tired and hoarse during part of 
the tour, looked and sounded fit 
on his arrival by jet airliner. 


He was beaming as he pulled 
off his hat and shook hands with 
Vice President Nixon and others 
in the official welcoming party 
at Andrews Air Force.-Base in 
nearby Maryland.

Seeking Authority 


To. Transfer Arms

WASHINGTON — The adminis- 
tration is reviving plans to place 
atomic weapons in the hands of 
certain allies without requesting 
change in the 
Atomic Energy law. 


State and Defense department 
officials, it was learned, have 
been holding exploratory talks 
with the Justice department over 
the legal authority to make a 
limited transfer of nuclear weap- 
ons under existing law. 


The discussions were described 
by administration officials as a 
prelude to an expected request to 
the attorney general for a for- 
mal opinion that such a transfer 
could be effected without violating 
the law. 


Meanwhile, the joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Atomic 
Energy, which questions the ad- 
ministration’s present authority to 
transfer weapons, indicated con- 


cern over a new proposal to|— 


create a nuclear striking force 
within the North Atlantic Treaty 
command. The proposal, made 
public last week by Gen. Norstad, 
supreme allied commander in 
Europe, calls for establishment 
of a nuclear brigade made up of 
battalions contributed by the 
United States, Britain and France. 


The congressional committee 
held a secret, unannounced meet- 
ing Monday afternoon to hear 
Defense and State department 
officials give the details of the 
proposal, particularly whether it 
calls for the United States to 
equip the other allied forces in 
the brigade with nuclear weap- 
ons. Administration officials were 
said to have given assurances 
that no transfer of peawons was 
contemplated. 


It was just such a secret meet- 
ing on Feb. 2 which first brought 
into the open the administration's 
plan to. make atomic weapons 
available to certain allies.

Ike’s Latin Tour 
Improved Relations 


President Eisenhower returned to 
Washington last night from an exhaust- 
ing nine-day tour during which he cov- 
ered 15,600 miles and visited four coun- 
tries. Tonight he will report to the 
American people about his impressions 
of the trip. 


News reports and analyses indicate 
the journey was entirely successful, 
marred only by some student demon- 
strations which were negligible in char- 


acter. The President was seen and 
cheered by more than three million 
people. 


It was obvious on the trip that in 
Latin America as elsewhere the Pres- 
ident has great personal popularity. But 
even more significant is the vast evi- 
dence of the huge reservoir of good will 
toward the United States which exists 
among the people of the countries he 
visited. This must be nurtured and 
strengthened. 

That the President did much to lay 
groundwork for improved relations with 
all countries of South America is un- 
questioned. But the real test is still ahead 
in developing policies which will allay 
suspicions and overcome the bitterness 
of charges of Yankee imperialism but 
lately revived by Cuba’s Fidel Castro. 

The President made no concrete 
agreements. But in each of the nations 
the need was stressed for greater eco- 
nomic cooperation. Herein lies the real 
cause of much of the friction. Latin 
American nations almost without excep- 
tion are suffering from economic ills 
brought on by rapid population increases 
and lack of development capital to im- 
prove their industrial base. 

Most of these countries feel that the 
United States has been too concerned with 
Europe and Asia while giving too little 
attention to the problems of our own 
hemisphere. The mere fact of President 
Eisenhower’s trip will lessen this feeling. 

The President has traveled 45,000 
miles and has visited 17 countries in 
three trips abroad since last August. 
Everywhere he has been received by en= 
thusiastic crowds with spontaneous out- 
pourings of good will. While this not in 
the least has lessened this country’s cold 
war burdens and responsibilities, it offers 
an even greater challenge to leadership 
in charting a course for the free world. 

In the years ahead, Latin America 
will become of increasing importance in 
the world’s political and economic af- 
fairs. And in upholding the Monroe 
Doctrine, the United States must accept 
the responsibilities that go with it.

State Hospital Gains 


Insufficient and underpaid person- 
nel at the Milledgeville State Hospital 
comprise one of the greatest difficulties 
the institution has in providing, adequate 
patient care. 

It therefore is encouraging to note 
that not only has progress been made in 
correcting the situation but that consid- 
erably more along that line-is in the 
works. 

Within the past six months 110 at- 
’ tendants have -been added. While that 
in itself is gratifying, even more signifi- 
eant is the statement by Dr. Irville H. 
MacKinnon, hospital superintendent, that 
during the Vandiver administration the 
institution probably will double its medi- 
cal staff and employ an additional 500 
to 600 attendants. 

. A pay increase averaging about $9 
per month for most attendants became 
effective March 1. Dr. MacKinnon ex- 
pects another salary increase for em- 
ployes within a year. He also is looking 


forward to such time as when the work 
week for attendants can be reduced from 
60 hours to 40. 

These and other improvements mean 
that a better day is dawning for the pa- 


tients and personnel at the Milledgeville 
State Hospital. 


In that connection, Gov. Vandiver 
yesterday expressed pride in the work 
being done by Dr. MacKinnon and em- 
ployes at the hospital. The governor said 
that the support and interest of the 
present state administration will con- 
tinue on an accelerated basis.

What Now, Aldermen, 
On Renewal Program? 


The ‘Board of Aldermen yesterday for 
the second time turned down a recom- 
mendation for rezoning the Egleston Hos- 
pital property for a 350-unit housing 
project. In a tie vote, broken by presid- 
ing officer Lee Evans, the board acceded 
to intense pressures which will make 
problems of zoning even more difficult 
in the years ahead. 

The board did vote to rezone the 
Field road property for 650 of the re- 
quired minimum of 1,000 units of public 
housing ‘in the current urban renewal 
program. But now another location must 
be found for the remaining 350 units or 
else the whole renewal effort is in dan- 
ger. We trust the board either has such 
property in mind or that the members 
who voted against the rezoning are will- 
ing to accept full consequences of a 
breakdown of the program. 

There are a number of obvious facts 
which neither the board nor the commu- 
nity can ignore or evade. As the recent 


“Fulton County Grand Jury pointed out, 


we must have adequate housing. We can 
indulge spreading slums and blight or we 
can carry forward an intelligent, planned 
program of urban renewal, redevelop- 
ment and rehousing. The way of slums 
and blight is the way of eventual chaos 
and a city strangled in its own failures. 

Those who opposed Egleston rezoning 
very likely will find they have aggra- 
vated the very problem they professed to 
fear. 

Meanwhile, the Board of Aldermen 
has opened a Pandora’s Box which will 
be difficult to close. But the final word 
will be in the hands of all citizens of this 
community and we believe they whole- 
heartedly agree with successsive Fulton 
County Grand Juries that the slums must 
go.

‘Missile-Muddle’ Indicates 
Ignorance at High Levels 


In an utterly shocking revelation, Air Force Gen. Nathan Twining, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, admitted to Senate committee- 
men that both he and Secretary of Defense Thomas Gates were 
using out-dated intelligence figures when they testified late - last 
month that the ‘“‘missile gap” had been narrowed. 


The public can only wonder why 
—and wonder, too, whether Pres- 
ident Eisenhower was as badly 
informed when in several recent 
chapters of the administration’s 
soothing-syrup program he scorned 
criticism of his defense program 
as “parochial” and leveled mil- 
itary critics with a blast at “too 
many of these generals (who) 
have all sorts of ideas’’ about 
defense inadequacies. 

The story is as simple asvit is 
chilling. After a plethora of sooth- 
ing-syrup statements from on high 
in January, the Senate Space and 
Preparedness Committees called 
in Central Intelligence Director 
Allen W. Dulles. What Dulles told 
them on Jan. 29 was that intelli- 
gence estimates showed that the 
Russians would have even more 
missiles on launching pads in mid- 
1961 and mid-1962 than was indi- 
cated by 1959 estimates. What 
Twining subsequently told them 
was that he (and the secretary 
of defense) had not even seen 
the 1959 estimates that Dulles 
cited—a clear indication that our 
top two defense officials must 
have been a fateful two years 
off the beam when they soothingly 
insisted the missile. gap had been 
‘“‘narrowed.” 

In closed session the senators 
sought to get from Dulles further 
testimony that might “straighten 
out the confusion.” The best they 
got from him was a declaration 
that no information on Soviet mis- 
sile strength had been “withheld” 
from the top defense chiefs. 

This didn’t clarify anything 
much, as Sen. Johnson observed, 
noting with some surprise “how 


hard it is to get a plain state- 


ment of fact’”’ on the missile- 
muddle. Some Republican com- 
mittee members found Dulles’ new 
testimony an acceptable explana- 
tion on grounds that he had “‘ap- 
proached the problem on a dif- 
ferent basis from Gates and Twin- 
ing’’—but since all three had been 
talking about U.S. intelligence 
estimates of Soviet strength and 
since Gates had at one time found 
it necessary to deny that his opti- 
mism was based on a guess of 
Soviet “‘intentions” instead of ca- 
pabilities, such acceptance is as 
suspect as it is confusing. 

In any case, Dulles’ fresh testi- 
mony did not change the shocking 
nature of Gen. Twining’s admis- 
sion or Sen. Symington’s logical 
calculation from Dulles’ figures of 
Jar. 29 that the Soviet: Union is 
headed for ‘‘a much larger missile 
superiority” in 1961 and 1962 than 
the 3-to-1 ratio already complacent- 
ly conceded gy our defense lead- 
ers. All the record shows is that 
while the nation’s intelligence chief 
says he did not “‘withhold” the 1959 
figures, the secretary of defense 
and the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff just happened 
never to have seen’ them when 
they assured the nation that the 
missile-gap was being “nar- 
rowed.”’ 

Small wonder, in this context, 
that the example of once-muzzled 
generals resigning is now being 
copied by Thomas G. Lanphier 
Jr., an executive of the company 
that produces the Atlas missile. 
He is doing this, like the generals, 
so that he may “freely criticize” 
the inadequacies of the President’s 
program. | :

WASHINGTON—Now that Sen. Kennedy has 
well and sharply drawn the issue with the Ei- 


senhower administration over what he deems | % 
its inadequate defense budget, what next? Is this going to be 
some more campaign oratory? Are we going to just listen to more 


words about the “‘missile gap?” 

Or is Sen. Kennedy prepared 
to fit action to his words in a 
way which will make defense- 
spending a commanding issue in 
the election so that the next pres- 
ident of the United States can 
know what the nation has de- 
cided? 

If this is to be the case—as it 
ought to be—then we will need 
something more than an ex- 
change of arguments between 
Sen. Kennedy and the White 
House or a running debate be- 
tween Sen. Symington and Vice 
President Nixon. 


The issue of our security and 
cold-war budget ought to be more 
than a speech topic. The extent 
of the differences between the 
two parties ought to be clearly 
exposed before the election and 
this can be done only by bringing 
the issue to a vote at this session 
of Congress. , 


If the Democratic critics of the 
administration who contend that 
the United States is not using its 
resources adequately to meet 
Khrushchev’s ‘we'll - bury - you” 
challenge really believe their own 
arguments then they ought to vote 
to do something about it—even if 
it involves higher taxes. 

Here, it seems to me, is what 
is needed: 

1. Since Sen. Kennedy and his 
three co-contenders for the Dem- 
ocratic presidential nominations— 
Sens. Symington, Humphrey and

In newspapers and magazines we have been 
reading and on television many of us have seen 


Johnson—have all been critical of 
the administration’s defense 
budget, it would help to draw the 
issue vividly if they would join 
in submitting to the Senate a 
specific proposal to enlarge the - 
appropriation wherever they con- 
sider it inadequate. 

2. If these additional sums come 
anywhere near to unbalancing the 
budget, they should introduce the 
necessary new taxes to provide 
the money. 

3. They should bring both is- 
sues, the expanded defense budg- 
et and any needed taxation, to a 
vote at this session of Congress. 

Sen. Kennedy says frankly that 
the additional defense efforts he 
is proposing “‘do not involve a 
small sum.” There is no doubt 
about that. He thinks that the sum 
would not exceed the $4,200,000,- 
000 surplus which Eisenhower 
anticipates for the next fiscal 
year. But we ought not to leave 
this to any more guesswork than 
we can help. This is why the De- 
fense department should be asked 
to estimate the cost of the three 
projects Sen. Kennedy and his 
colleagues want undertaken. 

The value of translating the de- 
fense-spending issue into concréte 
legislation to be considered at 
this session of Congress is that. it 
would greatly clarify the de- 
bate by making it specific and 
would thereby bring about a de- 
cision on the part of the Ameri- 
can public.

The Constitution of the State of 
Georgia adopted in 1945, para-

He was a regu- 
lar guard for the Crimson Tide 
and kicked a field goal against 
Washington State in the 1931 Rose 
Bowl game. 


He began his coaching career 
as an assistant at Alabama in 
1932. Three years later he moved 
to LSU as football assistant and 
baseball coach. He also coached 
baseball at Alabama. 


In 1939 he took a post at Geor- 
gia and remained with the Bull- 
dogs for 10 years. During that 
period he molded the lines of six 
bowl teams. 


COACHED MANY STARS 


Among the outstanding players 
he turned out were the late How- 
ard (Smiley) Johnson, alternate- 
captain in 1939; the late Walter 
(Chief) Ruark, all-SEC guard in 
1941-42; Clyde Ehrhardt and Bill 
Godwin, star centers of 1941-42 
and later pro standouts; Herb St.

47: Mike Castronis, all-SEC tackle 
in 1943-45-46, all-America tackle 
in 1945: Jack Bush, all-SEC tac-

A QUICKER VOTE? 


Since the House does not have 
unlimited debate, it can get to a 
vote on any bill much quicker 
than the Senate.

With material at a low ebb and 
the wolves on his heels, Coach 
Whit found the return somewhat 
less than successful. Opposing 
coaches generally regarded his 
three-year record of 4-24-2 as not 
at all indicative of the coaching; 
rather, they blamed it on cir- 
cumstances. 


Whitworth and his staff were 
let out after the 1957 season and 
he was succeeded by another Ala- 
bama man, Paul (Bear) Bryant. 
Whit took a job with his good 
friend Peahead Walker in 1958. 
coaching the line of the Montreal 
Alouettes, and returned to the 
scene of his greatest success, 
Georgia, in 1959.

It was a happy day at Athens. 

Coach Whit, directly associated 
with 11 bowl teams before return- 
ing to Georgia, promptly added 
No. 12. He is generally credited 
with a major share of the Bull- 
dogs’ winning 9-1 season and re- 
sultant Southeastern Conference 
championship and Orange Bowl 
bid. 

When Ray Graves left Georgia 
Tech for Florida, Whitworth was 
approached by athletic director 
Bobby Dodd of the Jackets in re- 
gard to the Tech position. How- 
ever, he chose to stay at Georgia.

He added 
that would be impossible “‘unless 
we are willing to just put them 
where there is not so much po- 
litical power.” 


Already the Housing Authority 
has expended $475,000 to buy the 
13-acre Egleston site plus another 
$60,000 on surveys and other 
costs. 


WALDEN PRAISED 


Evans anticipated that he might 
be needed to break the tie vote 
and read from his prepared state- 
ment. Among other things, he 
said he believes the best use for 
Egleston is industrial, for which 
it is now zoned. 


Several persons have predicted 
that race relations could be 
adversely affected if the Egle- 
ston site was turned down. At a 
public hearing some 10 days ago 
several Negro leaders contended 
the basic question is whether Ne- 
groes are to be allowed to ex- 
pend in areas contiguous to Negro 
districts. 


Evans praised A. T. Walden, 
Negro attorney, expressing con- 
fidence that all the work done by 
the city in race relations will not 
“‘be thrown out” over one issue. 


Talking on the Field Road re- 
zoning, Vickers said he had been 
told urban renewal would “jump 
out of the window” if relocation 
public housing is not voted. He 
added, “‘If we have to jeopardize 
the homes of the little people liv- 
ing in that area, we can just 
throw urban renewal out of the 
window.”” 


Following the action by alder- 
men, Hartsfield had no comment. 
He said he does not know where 
urban renewal “‘goes from here.”

Court Voids 
L.A. Law 
On Leaflets

WASHINGTON — The Supreme 
Court struck down Monday a Los 
Angeles ordinance requiring that 
all handbills passed out in the city 
bear the names of the author and 
the distributor. 


A 6 to 3 majority held the ordi- 
nance unconstitutional. The court 
found that the requirement of 
identification would discourage 
handbill writers and distributors 
and thus would restrict freedom 
of speech and expression. 


PROTECTS EXPRESSION 


At issue was the extent to which 
the Constitution protects anonymi- 
ty of expression. 


The Los Angeles ordinance, 
adopted in 1932, speaks in broad 
terms. It says that no one may 
distribute a handbill ‘‘in any place 
under any circumstance”’ unless it 
has printed on its face the names 
and addresses of the author and 
distributor. 


Justice Black who wrote the 
court opinion, said there was no 
doubt that requiring names would 
discourage pamphleteers. 


PAMPHLETS IMPORTANT 


“Anonymous pamphlets, leaflets 
and even books have played an im- 
porgant’ part in the progress of 
mankind,”: he wrote. ‘Persecuted 
groups and sects from time to time
